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Week of crime 
ends in arrests 


The Charlevoix County Sheriff Department is 
investigating a week-long area crime spree that 
ended Sunday morning in Ellsworth. 

The incident began with the Nov. 29 theft of a 
pad of checks from a relative’s house by two 
male juveniles from the St. Ignace tribal 
reservation. 

The pair, both 16-year-olds, stowed away 
aboard a Greyhound bus from which they 
disembarked in Charlevoix Tuesday morning. 
The following day, one was listed as an escapee 
by Mackinac County Probate Court, and the 
other was reported to tribal authorities as a 
runaway by his parents. 

The fugitives made it to an East Jordan 
residence where, with the help of an 18-year-old 
brother of the runaway, a 1988 Chevrolet 
Lumina was taken from their grandparents’ 
Phelps Road home. 

The vehicle was used for numerous trips 
around the area, and Saturday night was driven 
to St. Ignace to pick up another family member, 
a 13-year-old sister. 

The car, which was reported stolen Saturday 
evening, was stopped in Ellsworth about 11 
a.m. the following morning by the Ellsworth 
Village Marshall. 

The Sheriff Department has arrested an 18- 
year-old East Jordan male, a 16-year-old 
Ellsworth female, the escapee, runaway and the 
13-year-old girl on charges including joyriding, 
larceny in a building, forgery of checks 
throughout northern Michigan, carrying a 
concealed weapon, and defrauding the bus line. 

Charges against a 17-year-old Ellsworth male 
are pending.
